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US politic deadlock 
threatens world economy: 
OECD 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Failure Id raise the US bor¬ 
rowing ceiling due to politi¬ 
cal deadlock could force 
most of the leading industrial 
democracies into recession, 
the Organisation for Eco¬ 
nomic Cd- operation and De¬ 
velopment said Wednesday. 

Nine days into a partial 
shutdown of the US govern¬ 
ment, the OECD, which 
groups 34 leading developed 
powers, said that Washing¬ 
ton's paralysis over the 


budget and debt cap threatens 
the stability of the entire 
global economy. 

"The current political 
deadlock in the United States 
is needlessly putting at risk 
the stability and growth not 
only of the US but also the 
world economy," the organi¬ 
zation said in a statement 

"As the government shut¬ 
down drags an, the level of 
concern is ratcheting up,™ it 
said.

October IS is "National Day 
Against Human Trafficking 1 
It is believed that on Aruba 
there are also cases of human 
trafficking These cases are 
not. in tiie same manner as m 
other countries, such as Thai¬ 
land or Russia. 

In the context of National 
Day Against Human Traf¬ 
ficking, October 13th, the 
Aruba Police Force wants to 
continue making our commu¬ 
nity aware of tins phenomena 
which is affecting many 
countries around the world. 

Jeanette Ri chard so n- 
Baars, Coordinator of the 
Aruba National Task Force 
Against Human Trafficking, 
has reported that during the 
past year they held different 
activities. Among these activ¬ 
ities seminars focusing on the 
actual situation of human 
trafficking Partners from 
Bonaire and Curacao were 
invited. 

Tins year, activities related 
to the day will be somewhat 
smaller. Tie activities will 
focus on our own people in¬ 
stead of giving so much at¬ 
tention to other countries 
who are also fighting this bat¬ 
tle, according to Jeanette 
Ri ch ard s o n- B aars.

is...'"You're not alone." Thus 
message is mostly directed to 
victims of human trafficking 
when they report a case. 

According to Jeanette 
Ri char dson-B aars, in order to 
combat 

this phenomenon, we need 
informati on from victims. 
Without information we cant 
da the investigation and 
begin apenal case to a Judge. 
When you report a case, you 
have the opportunity to get 
help Perhaps you need shel¬ 
ter, you may need documen¬ 
tation m order to remain here 
legally, or you may need 
medical help, or any other 
typ e of assistance. 

Aruba's Chief of Police 
emphasised that no one 
should be afraid to report a 
case the moment they realize 
that they are a victim of 
Human Trafficking. In all 
countries there is a manner in 
which human trafficking 
takes place. We need to open 
the eyes of our community so 
they can realize what is hap¬ 
pening m Aruba as well We 
must explain that human traf¬ 
ficking may not occur like it 
does mThailand Drill Russia, 
but that it is a reality 

The expert referred to 
cases where there is a maid in 
the home. Here this employee 
can easily encounter a situa¬ 
tion where she can become a 
victim of the wrong use of 
power In such a case this 
person should be aware and 
feel safe enough to report tins 
to the taskforce 


Someone from another 
country who comes to Aruba 
and works illegally in con¬ 
struction, for example, will 
most probably not be re¬ 
ported because there are so 
many involved. But, there are 
situations where you could 
consider what the person is 
doing or how the perso is 
being treated as human traf¬ 
ficking

“If you are a pure capitalist 
as I am," continued Mr. But¬ 
ler, ’’where do you think you 
are going to put your money?

Each and every Caribbean na¬

House. 

Mini ster of To uri sm. 
Transport and Labor, Qtmar 
Oduber, took official recep¬ 
tion of the bus from the man¬ 
ufacturer's representative. 
Vice President of BYD 
America Carp., Michael 
Austin. Mr. Austin turned 
over the keys to Minister 
Oduber and the Minister of 
Finance, Telecommunica¬ 
tions, Utilities and Energy, 
Mike de Meza, who then 
handed them to the Director 
of Ambus, Theo Croes 

Present of the unveiling o f 
the bus was the Managing 
Director of W.E.B. Aruba 
N.V, the island energy and 
water provider, Oslin 
Boekhoudt. W. E B who was 
a strong motivating force be¬ 
hind the leasing of the bus, 
win ch WEE exe cutive s fe eJ 
is a vital step towards Aruba's 
reduction of Riel oil con¬ 
sumption and CQ3 emis¬ 
sions. Another advantage is 
also a noticeable reduction of 
noise pollution. The bus cost 
only .30 cents per kwh hour 
to run on Amba, as compared 
to $1 50 for diesel fuel that 
would result in the same 
mileage. 

The bus was originally 
one of three tested at Stanford 


University in California. 
Ambus has the vehicle on a 
six-month lease at nominal 
cost It runs strictly on elec¬ 
tric power, with three battery 
banks to hold the charge. The 
bus is plugged in and charged 
m the evenings, which only 
requires 3 hours to run for 24- 
hours, or 155 miles. Every 
time the driver uses the 
brakes, the system is also 
charged, "which is ideal in 
Aruba's stop and go environ¬ 
ment," commented Mr. 
Austin. The "Fe" battery 
used is non-polluting, and the 
chemical materials contained 
m the battery can be re cycled. 
The life-expectancy of the 
bus is 15-18 years, but the 
batteries can be used for stor¬ 


age from wind or solar 
sources. 

The bus is 39 37 ft. in 
length, and capable of a top 
speed of 62 mph The struc¬ 
ture is low to the ground and 
easily accessible for disabled 
individuals. The simplified 
engine is very easy to main¬ 
tain, as there is not transmis¬ 
sion or many of the 
vulnerable parts that wear out 
easily an an internal combus¬ 
tion engine.

The text also calls for the 
introduction of fines of 1,500- 
3,000 euros for anyone pub¬ 
licly offering la transport drug 
addicts to places where drugs 
are sold and consumed. 

The measure is targeted at 
so-called "drug taxis" who 
gather daily at a central Madrid 
roundabout and offer to drive 
drug addicts for a fee to a shan¬ 
tytown on the outskirts of 
Madrid to buy drugs, the 
spokesman said 

The rest of the plan groups 


together fines already m place 
for aggressive begging, urinat¬ 
ing in the street, leaping on 
public benches, littering and 
other anti-social behaviours 
under one ordinance 

Begging outside of schools 
and hospitals and littering both 
carry fines of up to 750 euros 
while urinating m die street can 
be slapped with a fine of 750 
euros or as much as double 
that. 

"The mam objective of this 
ordinance is to preserve the 
public sphere as a place for co¬ 
existence and civic behaviour," 
the draft document reads mits 
intro duetto n.

Salmonella outbreak sickens 


nearly 300 an US 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - An 
outbreak of salmonella 111 raw 
chicken has sickened nearly 
300 people in the United 
States, officials said Wednes¬ 
day as consumer advocates 
warned the federal shutdown 
was hampering a government 
response. 

The 273 illnesses in IS states 
were believed to be linked to 
raw chicken from three Foster 
Farms locations in California, 
according tD the Food Safety 
Inspection Service. 

“The outbreak is still ongo¬ 
ing, and therefore aur investi¬ 
gation is still ongoing/' a 
spokesman for FSIS told AFP, 
noting that 135 inspectors 
were on duty responding to the 
outbreak despite the govern¬ 
ment shutdown. 

The shutdown, which began 
October 1, has sent hundreds 
of thousands of federal work¬ 
ers home without pay, includ¬ 


ing staff at tiie Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention, 
Department of Agriculture and 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion 

It is die first shutdown m 17 
years and was driven by a 
resurgence of Republican op¬ 
position to President Barack 
Ob ama‘s h ealthcare reform 1 aw 
passed in 2010. 

The FDA has warned it. 
would “be unable to support, 
the majority of its food safety, 
nutrition, and cosmetics activ¬ 
ities." 

A CDC spokeswoman told 
AFP that sax employees had 
been recalled to staff a network 
of public health labs that mon¬ 
itor for food-borne outbreaks,, 
bringing the total number of 
employees on that project to 
seven. 

"The shutdown has really 
handcuffed these regulatory 
agencies and their proper reg¬ 
ulatory role," Eric Walker, 


spokesman for Congress¬ 
woman Louise Slaughter, told 
AFP. 

Tins is die nightmare sce¬ 
nario, not just with the govern¬ 
ment shutdown but this is what 
happens when you overuse an¬ 
tibiotics m livestock." 

A high proportion of people 
have been hospitalized --43 
percent -- and some of die sal¬ 
monella strains are showing 
resistance to antibiotics, ac¬ 
cording to die Center for Sci¬ 
ence in die Public Interest 

The consumer advocacy 
group also noted that seven 
strains of salmonella appear to 
be responsible for die sick¬ 
nesses. 

Foster Farms said in a state¬ 
ment that no recall ism effect 
and that "products are safe tD 
consume if properly handled 
and cooked. 11 

The FSIS warned that sal¬ 
monella infections “can be 
life-threatening, especially id 
those with weak immune sys¬ 
tems, such as infants, the eld¬ 
erly and persons with HIV 
infection or undergoing 
chemotherapy" 

Common symptoms include 
diarrhea, stomach cramps and 
fever within eight to 73 hours 
of consuming infected food. 
Illnes s mcludm g naus ea, dull s 
and headache may persist for 
up to a week. 


Haiti victims file cholera 
lawsuit against UN 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Victims of a Haiti cholera epi¬ 
demic Wednesday filed a law¬ 
suit demanding compensation 
from the Umted Nations over 
an outbreak that killed more 
than 3,300 people. 

The petition filed at the 
New York district court said at 
least 679,000 other people had 
fallen ill with cholera since the 
outbreak began in October 
3010 

There had been no cholera 
in Haiti for as least 15D years 
until it was brought by UN 
peacekeeping troops from 
Nep al, lawyer Ira Kurzb an told 
a news conference 

The Umted Nations, winch 
refused to reach an out-of-court 
compensation settlement said 
in February it was legally im¬ 
mune from action over the epi¬ 
demic. 

The epidemic's source has 
been traced to a river that runs 
next to a UN camp m tire cen¬ 


tral town of Mirebalais, where 
Nepalese troops had been 
based 

The strain of cholera the 
deeply impoverished

"Tire outbreak resulted from 
the negligent redd ess, and tor¬ 
tious conduct of die defen¬ 
dants," said a copy of the 
p etition seen by AFP.

Obama chooses 'exceptionally 
qualified” Yellen for Fed 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama on 
Wednesday nominated econo- 
mi si Janet Yellen to lead the 
Federal Reserve in a move 
expected to sustain outgo¬ 
ing chairman Ben 
Bemanke's focus dh cut 
ting American jobless 
ness 

With she US economy 
still-struggling for momen¬ 
tum Obama praised Yellen, 
currently Bemanke's vice chair 
at tlie Fed, as "exceptionally 
qualified" to be named "one af 
tli e mo st imp ortanl p oh cy m ak - 
ers in the world." 

The appointment of Yellen 
would put a woman at the head 
of the world's most powerful 
central bank for the first time, 
when Bemanke leaves Ins past 
at the end of'January next year; 

The nomination of a new 
Fed chair comes amid wide¬ 
spread concern that its path to¬ 
ward exrting its easy-money 
policies could send economic 
shivers around the globe 

"America's workers and 
families will have a champion 
in Janet," Obama said at a 
White House ceremony, 
Hanked by Yellen and 
Bemanke 

On a serious note, Obama 
said Yellen "sounded the alarm 
early' 1 about the housing and 
financial bubbles that led to 
the 200S-20D9 recession 

"She doesn't have a crystal 
ball, but what she does have is 
a keen understanding of how 
the markets and the economy 
work, not just in theory but 
also in the real world," the US 
president added. 

Yellen, 67, an economist 
with y ear s o f exp en enc e in ac¬ 
ademia and the Fed, made 
clear she was not going to 
break with current easy-money 
policies aimed at pushing 



down unemployment, still 
hrgh at 7 J percent in August. 

"More needs to be done to 
strengthen die recovery, partic¬ 
ularly for those hardest hit by 
die Great F.ecessiDii," she said 
as she accepted Obama's nom¬ 
ination. 

"The mandate of the Federal 
Reserve is to serve ail the 
American people. And Edo 
many Americans still cant find 
a job, and worry how theyll 
pay their bills and provide for 
their families. ' 

Yellen's nomination was not 
a surprise after the presumed 
favorite, former Treasury secre¬ 
tary Lawrence Summers, 
pulled out of the running due to 
opposition from Obama's Dem¬ 
ocratic allies in the Senate

Alarming suicide rates among 
Brazil's Guarani Indians 



SAQ PAULO (AFP) - Sur¬ 
vival International, a non¬ 
profit which champions the 
rights of indigenous people 
around the world, on Wednes¬ 
day highlighted alarming sui¬ 
cide rates among Brazil's tiny 
Guarani Indi an tribe. 

“The tribe faces a suicide 
rate at least 34 times the na¬ 
tion el average due to the loss 
of their ancestral lands and 
constant attacks by gunmen," 
the London-based group said 
m a statement 

Guarani Indians, whose 
total population in Brazil is es¬ 
timated at 46,000, have been 
trying to recover a small por¬ 
tion of their original territories, 
but face violent resistance 
from wealthy ranchers as well 
as soya and sugar cane planta¬ 
tion owners. 

Survival wrote m a state¬ 
ment issued on the eve of is¬ 
sued on the eve of World 
Mental Health Day that, on av¬ 
erage, at least one Guarani has 
committed suicide every week 
since the start of tins century. 

The group cited Brazilian 
healtli ministry data indicating 
that 56 Guarani Indians com¬ 
mitted suicide last year, al¬ 
though it added tic at the actual 
figures are likely to be higher 
due to under-reporting 

“Most of the victims are be¬ 
tween 15 and 29 years old, but 
the youngest recorded victim 
was just nine years old," Sur¬ 


vival said 

"The Guarani are commit¬ 
ting suicide because we have 
no land We don't have space 
anymore," Rosaline Ortiz, a 
Guarani tribesman, was 
quoted as saying. 

"In the old days, we were 
free. Now we are no longer 
free" 

Brazil's indigenous activists 
last week protested outside 
Congress m Brasilia against a 
constitutional reform that 
would transfer from the exec¬ 
utive branch to legislators au¬ 
thority to approve and 
demarcate native 1 ends and en- 
viro nmental cons erv ah on 

parks 

The Justice Ministry subse¬ 
quently forwarded a legal frnd- 
ing to the House of Deputies, 
slamming the amendment. 

"We believe tins measure is 
not only ill-timed and mappro ¬ 
priate, but also unconstitu¬ 
tional," said Justice Minister 


Jose Eduardo Cardoza. 

"The demarcation of 
Guarani land should have been 
completed many years ago, 
but the process has stalled," 
Survival said 

It urged the Brazilian gov¬ 
ernment "to demarcate 
Guarani lands as a matter of 
urgency" and pressed US 
agribusiness giant Bunge and 
other such firms “to stop buy¬ 
ing sugar cane from Guarani 
land" 

Roughly 12 percent of 
Brazil's land currently is rec¬ 
ognized as indigenous terri¬ 
tory. 

Native Indians grouped in 
305 tribes represent less than 
0.5 percent of the more than 
200 million Brazilians.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Medical files proving that screen 
icon Marilyn Monroe underwent cosmetic surgery in¬ 
cluding on her nose and chin are to be sold at auction 
next month, auctioneers said Tuesday. The files going 
tinder the hammer include X-rays of the "Some Like It 
Hot" sex symbol who died aged 3S in 1962, as well as 
doctors' notes which show she had an ectopic preg¬ 
nancy five years before her death. "Rumors regarding 
Marilyn Monroe's plastic surgery continue to astonish 
the media and public," and exactly what procedures she 
underwent has "long remained a mystery," said Juiien’s 
Auctions in Hollywood. "Because her looks were so nat¬ 
ural, ft was hard for many to believe the reports that in 
1350 Monroe had undergone her first plastic surgery." 
But it said the files "clear any doubt of Monroe's early 
plastic surgery procedures and cast new details on the 
actual procedures that would transform (Monroe) during 
a time when plastic surgery was not a popular proce¬ 
dure." The medical records refer to Monroe by various 
aliases, including Marilyn Miller. She saw Dr. Michael 
Gurdin from July 1958, and her chief complaint was 
"chin deformity." In 1350 she had a cartilage implant in 
her chin, which the doctor said slowly began to dissolve. 
The implant was done as part of a procedure called a tip 
rhinoplasty, on the end of Monroe's nose, the record 
show. She also had a bout of neutropenia in England in 
1356 and an ectopic pregnancy in New York in 1357. The 
last entry is dated June 7, 1962, recording a fall in the 
middle of the night, resulting in swelling and tenderness 
of the nose. Six X-rays show her nasal bones and teeth. 
She used the pseudonym Joan Newman at that time. The 
auction will be held on November 10 at Julien's Auc¬ 
tion's premises in Beverly Hells.

regarding ethics proceedings" 
His suspension was thought 
to be related to investigations 
into sc an dal-hit ex-AFC chief 
bin Hammam, whom he had 
backed strongly. 

Tire Qatari businessman was 
accused of trying ta buy votes 
in FIFA's 2011 presidential 
vote, and banned from football 
Fernanda accompanied bin 
Hammam on a trip to Canbbean 
nations ahead of the vote Bin 
Hammam was later accused of 
trying to bribe officials during 
tire visit. 

Tlie Qatari resigned as AFC 
head last December, sliordy 
after FIFA's ethics committee 
launched a new prob e into cor¬ 
ruption claims against him 
He remains suspended from 
football despite having the 
FIFA life ban overturned last 
year.
